On his Trial! he made little or no Defence, and 


what he did oft:r was trifling and abſurd ; neither 


did he ſeem muth troubled either in Court, or 
after Condemnation in Newoate ; on the contrary, 
he affected to appear quite unconcern'd before 
Company, though if we will believe a Letter 
which was found in his Pocket after his Death, he 
was l. Ot {0 inward:y. 


We would willingly give as much Credit to 
the words of a aug Man, as Chiiltianity re- 
Guires, but cannot help ſaying by his Behaviour 
in Newgate, and longpremeditated Sglf-Murder, 
(as it appears to us) be ſeems to have, been an ob- 
durate and ha:den'd Malefattor. How ſhall we 
otherwiſe be able to account for the following 
Circumſtances, 

On Sunday the 14th of December, while he was 
at Chaple, Charles, one of the Mcn who looks 
after the. conde mu'd Criminals, going into his Cell, 
found ſome bloody Rags, which gave him a ſtrong 
Suſpicion that Jackſon had done himſelf ſome Mii- 
chiet, whereupon he acquainted a Gentleman who 


was a Prifoner in the Preſs Yard there with, and de- 
. fired him to examine him about it, as he came 
down from Chapel. Accordingly he did fo, and 


put it very. Home to him, remonſtrating to him, 
how dreadfu) it would be to add the Sin of Sui- 


cide, to that of the heinous Murder which he had 
already perpetrated. / 


Fackſon at firſt denied it very obſtinately, and 
on the Gentleman's telling him of the blood 


Rags found in his Cell by Charles, ſaid the Reafon 


thereof was, he was troubled. with the blood 

Flux. However the Gentleman Rill pre ſſing him 
yer more earneſtly, to acknowledge the Truth, 
he condeſcended at laſt, tho* with great Difficulty, 


to cohick that he had Rabb'd himſelf in the Belly, 
; and

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and pulling up h's Shirt, ſhew'd them the Place. 
Hercupon a Surgeon was immediately ſent for, who 
having prob'd d dreſſed His Wound, enquired 
when, in what Manner, and wich what Toftrument 
he bad made fuch a large Gaſh ? His Aatwer was, 
that he did it the very Night he was committed to 
Nezvgate, being on Frid:y the 28 h of November, 
between Eight and Nine in the Evening, with a 
Shooemaker's Kite, which he afterwards threw 
over the Hatch belonging to the Old Condemm d- 
Hold. As to the Manier of doing it, be laid it 
was as follows ; whilſt he ſar on the Stairs ot the 
Condemn'd Hold, he took the Knife with both his 
H:nis exicnded, and thruſt it aflannr, with all his 
St.engrh, which divided the Umbilical Veſſels. 
Accordiagly on ſearching bis Cell the ſecond 
Time, a large Lump' of proud Fleſh was found, 
which he had extirpated from the Navel, being a 
Sort of Fungous or Excreſſency, procceding from 
the aforeſsid Cut, and occaſioned by the Wound's 
not having proper Care taken thereof, immediate- 
ly after its being given. Herenpon the Surgeon 
ask'd, how he came to cur oft that Part? To 


wich he anſwered, it was ſo welghty and trouble- 


ſome, he could not bear it any longer; adding, 
that it ſtunk to that Degree, and was lo very of- 


fenſive, it was intollerable. 
He was then ask'd, if he expected to have ſa- 


ved his Life, by cutting it off; or, whether he 


thought it would have put him out of Pain: He 
reply'd, No, but that he did it to caſe himſelf, 


and not to deſtroy himſelf; as alſo, that, if ir 
pleaſed God to ſpare bis Life, he never wou'd 
attempt the like again; being willing to be made 
a public Example, that it might deter others for 
the tuture, from committing Murder, a Crime too 
trequently perpetrated in this City, and for which 
he was very juſtly condemn'd. ; 

He did not live long after making this Dif. 


covery, for on Monday the 15th of December, A. 


brabam Mendez (a very faithful and truſty old Ser- 
vant belongitig to the Goal) going abcut Eight 
in the Morning, being the uſual Hour to unlock 


the Cells of the Condemn'd Criminals, and ſee 


wh der they wanted any Thing, when he came 
to that of Daniel Fackſon, he defired him to 
fetch him a Glaſs of warm Wine, for he was 
very faint, and prodigiouſly indiſpoſed ; adding, 
th ii he did not make a great deal of Haſte 
with it, he ſhould certainly die; wherein he pro- 


— —— — — — — — — 
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ved a true Prophet, for before Aalum retuind 
with it, he gave up the Ghott. 

A it'tle before his D-:cealc, he conſeſſed, that 
he took his Wife our vith him wi h D.fign o 
kil“ her firſt, and bimicit afterwards ; abd 1 ud 
aCcordivgly provided hin felt with a Pair of Piſto x 
for that Purpoſe ; and that he had failed of 1:14 
Deſign, only through the fi & P.ſtoi's miffing 
Fire; for, after his having ſhot his Wife ccud 
upon the Spot, the Coachman, who bed jult tec 
them down, ſcized him, before tie coula charge 
that again, or put freſh Primi: g to the other, iu 
order to kill himſelf. "This, together with bis 
long Concealment of havirg ſtabbed himſcl!, 
ſhews that he had long harbour'd a premediuted 
Intention, not only to murder his Wite, bur to 
commit Suicide (which he at laft effected in the 
Manner before related) renders it not a littie fur 
prizing, what Motives could induce the Jury who 
lat upon him, to bring in their Verdict Nen 
Com pos Mertis, in Conſequence of which he was 
admitted ro Chriſtian Burial, and inrerr'd in the 
Church-Yard belonging to Chriſt Church, being 
about Twenty-eight Years of Aye at the Time 
of his Deccaſe. 

We think it evident, by the foregoing Ci: - 
cumftances (as has been already obſcrved) that 
Jackſon committed a premeditated Self Murder; 
but, if this is not ſufficient, the following Letter, 
which was found in his Pocket, after his Deceaſe, 
puts it in a Manner out of Diſpute, at leaſt in 
our Opinion, It was directed, For. Mrs Jackſon, 
near the Sign of the Red-Crols, in Ciarges-ltreety 
near.

Nay, ſays one of the Ladies, that's 
impoſſible, for ſhe- never moved her Hands from 
oft her Lap, all the Time of the Service. This 
Accident gathered a great Mob round the Ladies, 
ſome enquiring, others confounded at the Strange- 
neſs of the Robbery : In the mean while Fe 
was ſlipp'd out to a Houſe hard by, and had alter'd 
her Dreſs, and delivered herſelf of her great Belly, 
and returned with the utmoſt Precipitation to her 
Companians, in order to be aſſiſting in the help- 
ing of with more Moveables, who was very buſy 
with the reſt of the Crowd, and while they were 
aſtoniſhed at the Accident, they took Opportunity 
to make the Gentleman's Loges and Tales, (or 
Men's repeating Watches) and to Chive the 
Froes of their Bungs, (or cut off the Women's 
Pockets.) 

They were very ſucceſsful that Day, for no 
ſooner was they got to the Biding (or Place where 
they divide the Booty) but they examined the 
Contents of their Booties, which was three Bunge, 
with Loeweys (Purſes) in each Lowey there were ten 
Ridges (or Guineas) and two Fid Loges. Theſe, 
with the Money they had got, and 2 Tales (or 
Swords) amounted to 30 Ridges a Piece, after 
they had fenced the Loges, e which was all 
carried abroad, and diſpoſed of by R 
Þ ny ſince dead,

diſtreſſed Lady, the reſt of the Gang: were very 
buſy in ſpeaking with their Pockets, Diamond 
Gifile Buckles, Sc. They manag'd their Bu- 
ſine ſs ſo dextroutly, that they got by this Ad- 
venture, two Diamond Girdle Buckles, a Gold 
Watch, a Gold Snuff Box and two Purſes which 
contain'd upward of twenty Guineas; the next 
Day the Buckles, Watch, Sc. were advertized, 
and a large Reward offer'd for them; which 
A y propoſed to reſtore for the Reward, 
when Jenny ſtarted up and ask'd who would ven- 
ture Home with them?

lodg'd at ſeperate Places, their Reaſon for ſo do- 
ing was, that if any of the Gang was detected, 
the others might appear for their Characters, as 
Acquaintance accidentally meeting there; they had 
their Leſſons ſo perfect, that cach knew one ano- 
ther's meaning almoſt by a Nod : One Day the 
whole Gang being in the Fair, they eſfpycd 
a Weſt Country Clothier, who had juſt received 
a Parcel of Money, to the amount of 100 Pounds, 
which he had given to a Servant, and order'd him 
to carry it to his Lodgings, and lock it up in his 
Buresu, and likewiſe gave him a Key, and bad 
him return in about an Hour to the Sipn of the 
Fountain, a Tavern in the Higb Street?

The above Ring, with another, I gave to my 
Wite, which 1 have often ſince -repented, ſhe 
never ſending or bringing me any Relief ſince my 
Confinement, The four Guincas I brought into 
Newgate with me, be ing ſoon ſgone, I made my 
Cate known to my Brother in the Conntry, and de- 
ſired he would come up to Town and advance the 
Money for me, in order to mittigate my Proſe- 
cut ion. He came to London and to ſee me in 
Nexugate, but never came near me afterwards. 

I gave over all Hopes, and expected nothing 
but a Tryal, unleſs I could by any means make 
my Eſcape, which was my laſt Hopes, Being on 
the Maſter Side, 1 conſtantly kept up Stairs, fo as 
the Turnkey had no Opportunity of ſeeing me 
ſo often as the other Priſoners, I thought it very 
practicable to go out in a Diſguiſe at the Door, 
amongſt Strangers, for this End, I ſold a Velvet 
Waiſtcoat and Breeches for 27. 5 s. part of which 
Money I was to have given to a Fellow- Priſoner, 
one John Collins, to let me have his Clothes, and 
to aſſiſt in cutting off my Irons, which he did; 
but in the Morning of the Day my Deſign was 
to have been put in Execution, my Eſcape was by 
ſome other Priſoner who was informed thereof dil- 
covered to the Turnkey, who immediately double 
ironed me, and put me en the Common-Side, 
where to my Shame I met with a juſt Fate, and 


earneſtly entreat all young Men to take Warn-

him in this manner, and heartily ask his Pardon 
for ſo doing. 


One Time we had a Quantity of Tea lodg*d at

ſcent it our, we call'd a Conſultation, and agreod 
in order to divert their purſuit, to ule the follow- 
ing Stratagem. We got a Quantity of Bays,
